CEO Remain Trapp said the 
EC225 helicopter is sold in 
markets around the world and 
known as the "workhorse" of 
the oil and gas industry, where 
it transports workers to off¬ 
shore drilling rigs. 

"With this multimillion-dol- 
lar investment, Airbus 
Helicopters is demonstrating 
its confidence in and commit¬ 
ment to Ontario and Canada," 
Trapp said.

Some of those in attendance 
groaned when Liberal candi¬ 
date loyce Morocco suggested 
Fort Erie is "alive and thriving" 
and that the town "has a lot 
going on right now."

Maves 
responded to the audience 
reaction by noting when he 
was an MPP between 1995 and 
2003, he ran on a platform to 
eliminate MPP pensions, say-

Some audience members 
got on NDP candidate Wayne 
Gates when in an unrelated 
question he tried to slip in a 
rebuttal to a Morocco sugges¬ 
tion that he has no dear posi¬ 
tion on a south Niagara hospi¬ 
tal proposal on the outskirts of 
Niagara Falls. Gates reiterated 
he's "100% behind" the proj- 

Green party candidate 
Clarke Bitter received cheers 
when he said he and his party 
want to amalgamate the 
Catholic and public school 
board in Niagara.

Questions ranged from jobs, 
education, public transporta- 
tion, health care and, probably 
the most hot-button issue in 
town, the Fort Erie Race Track. 

Morocco said the Liberal 
government is trying to come 
up with a five-year sustainable 
plan for the track, an effort to 
get away tom the same year- 
to-year uncertainty that has 
long plagued the historic bor- 

Maves said his party endors¬ 
es reinstating slots at the track, 
a program the Tories, when in 
power, introduced in the late 
1990s, which "ushered in the 
best decade” at the track. 
Maves also said other forms of 
gaming should be brought to 
the track, along with head-to- 
head sports betting. 

the slots come back and for the 
government to support a festi¬ 
val meet at the facility, which is 
something the NDP and track 
officials have been calling for. 

Bitter said he would like for 
the slots to return, but also for 
the province to back a plan 
that would see more arts and 
culture events held at the 
venue during "off hours." 

The evening got off to an 
interesting start when Troy 
Young, who recently got on the 
ballot and is running for the 


People's Political Party of 
Ontario, stood up and asked 
the moderator, Dean Demizio, 
president of the Greater Fort 
Erie Chamber of Commerce, 
why he wasn't allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in the debate. 

There are eight candidates 
running in the byelection — 
Andrew Brannan of the 
Freedom Party, Libertarian 
Stefanos Karatopis and inde¬ 
pendent Tim Tredwell being 
the others, all of whom came 

Demizio said the byelection 
was called quickly and the 
chamber, which hosted the 
event, tried to do the best they 
could within the limited time 


He said the chamber 
received a call from a candi¬ 
date who claimed to have driv¬ 
en three hours to Fort Erie and 
wanted to be on the program. 

Young is from Toronto. 

"We can't accommodate 
everybody who comes out at 
the last minute," said Demizio. 
"You can talk to (visitors) at the 
end of the night" 

Young called it "censorship 
at its finest." 

"It's an all-candidates night 
not a some-candidates night” 
he said, which elicited some 
cheers from the audience. 

But when he continued to 
press the issue with Demizio, 
asking why four of the candi¬ 
dates are not allowed to par¬ 
ticipate, some in the crowd 
began to get restless and urged 

Young ended up leaving the 
event before it started. 

The debate was held at the 
Clarion Hotel and Conference 
Centre on Garrison Rd.

“Many projects that were 
positive and moving for¬ 
ward—the racetrack, the 
speedway, Bay Beach- 
have been stalled, unfortu¬ 
nately, by the province or 
by council," he said. 

Martin used an analogy

There is some legislation 
that needs to be approved 
and we need people at the 
regional level to help. Our 
(EDTC) position is to make 
it happen,” he says. 

Some of the more posi¬ 
tive prospects include 
Eurocopter, Fleet Canada, 
Rich’s Canada, Canadian 
Motor Speedway and the 
Fort Erie Racetrack. 

Thibert said he has never 
felt better about the race¬ 
track and all three parties 
are pushing for it in the 
upcoming byelection. 

Not only are politicians 
and the EDTC working for 
a better Fort Erie, but 
Demizio pointed out that 
the Chamber and its 400 
members want to see busi¬ 
nesses attracted here. 

"We want Fort Erie to be 
the place to be. We are 
committed to Fort Erie and 


want to see a positive 
future," Thibert said.

Mayor Doug Martin said 
budget time can be “a chal¬ 
lenge” but he believes the 
increase for Fort Erie resi¬ 
dents is “modest” and 
“responsible.” 

When the Niagara Region's 
and the school boards' bud¬ 
gets are factored in, Fort 
Erie's portion of the tax 
increase is a modest 0.93%, 
Martin added. 

The general levy budget 
sits at $21,543,574with a base 
budget of $20,559,545. 
Council also supported a 


4,029 supplementary 
budget 

One of the most significant 
expenditures in the budget 
includes honouring a prom¬ 
ise council made last sum¬ 
mer to fund a portion of the 
cost of building a new hospi¬ 
tal in south Niagara, Martin 

Council voted to put 
$200,000 in a reserve fund 
toward a $3 million commit¬ 
ment for the future hospital. 

“I am really excited about 
this. Hopefully, in the next 
five years, we will have a 
state-of-the-art hospital in 
south Niagara," Martin said. 

The second significant 
item in the budget is $500,000 
that will be put toward the 
town’s capital reserve fund. 

Martin said the money that 
will be placed into the town's 
capital reserve fund will meet

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Improvement incentives in 
works for business owners

The Town of Fort Erie is 
looking to make its down¬ 
town areas more vibrant 
with financial incentives 
for business owners. 

The public was invited to 
an open house in the atri¬ 
um at town hall last 
Wednesday to view plans 
for the Community 
Improvement program 
planned for downtown 
Ridgeway and downtown 
Bridgeburg. 

“A CIP is a plan that 
includes financial incen¬ 
tives to give a facelift and 
promote urban renewal,” 
manager of land use policy 
Dave Heyworth said. 

Heyworth said there are 
three types of improve¬ 


ments business owners will 
be able to apply for—facade 
improvements, signage and 
constructing apartments 
above commercial build¬ 
ings—if council approves 
the program. 

For each application 
received and approved, 
Heyworth said the owner 
must pay 50% of the cost 
and the Town and the 
Niagara Region will each 
fund 25% of the cost up to a 
total of $5,000. 

Heyworth said the pro¬ 
gram could be in place as 
early as May and a commit¬ 
tee will be formed to review 
and approve applications 
for funding. 

Neighbourhood planner 
Chris Millar said the goal of 
the program is to make 
both downtown Ridgeway 


and Bridgeburg an area 
that attracts new business, 
and new residents. 

The downtown is an 
important part of the com¬ 
munity and you need your 
downtown to be vibrant 
and attractive to inspire 
new growth,” he said. 

Millar said other munici¬ 
palities in Niagara are offer¬ 
ing CIPs to improve there 
downtowns. To develop 
Fort Erie’s program, Millar 
said town staff have con¬ 
tacted other municipalities 
to learn more about CIPS. 

The Town has also set 
aside $120,000 to fund the 
program once it begins.

Ice caves have formed at 
the public boat launch in 
Crystal Beach, near the 
Palmwood Hotel. The phe¬ 
nomenon is called shove 
ice, which is the formation 
of ice that freezes on top of 
the water in winter time, 
then high winds come in, 
break up all the ice and the 
waves pound the ice into 
shore pushing it up on top 
of itself building castles of 
ice on the water. 

Recent major windstorms 
have built the ice up to 
about 30 feet high and in 
the bay by the hotel. 

This year, unlike all other 
years, the shove ice created 
three amazing caves in the 
ice formations. The largest 
of the three caves is about 
30 feet deep and are about 
15 feet wide and have a 
head space of roughly six 
feet high.

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Ridgeway Wellness Centre gives people tips on how to quit smoking

Whether it started as a 
new year's resolution, 
health concerns or finan¬ 
cial reasons, quitting smok¬ 
ing can be a difficult habit 

Susan Fyke, addiction 
clinician and TEACH certi¬ 
fied tobacco specialist, says 
breaking habits pose a 
challenge because humans 
hate change. 

Fyke held a seminar at 
Ridgeway Wellness Centre 
Wednesday night to dis¬ 
cuss the stages of change 
and why changing a habit 
is so difficult. 

Biological, psychological 
and environmental stres¬ 
sors are all components of 
addiction, she says. 

The five stages of change 
people go through are pre- 
contemplative, contempla¬ 
tive, planning, action and 
maintenance. 

In the pre-contemplative 
stage, a person has no 
interest in changing for at 
least six months. 

The contemplative 
change is next, which can 
be a lengthy process, tak¬ 
ing up to two years or lon¬ 
ger. This is the stage that a 
person is thinking about 
change and weighing the 
pros and cons of quitting. 

The planning stage is die 
first step to change when a 
person starts to make a 
plan. Putting that plan into 
action leads to the fourth 
stage—the action stage— 
which is to follow through 
with the plan and make the 
change.. 

The maintenance stage 
is when a person has total¬ 
ly changed their behaviour 
and modified their life- 

Fyke says where a per¬ 
son is in the stages can 
help determine how will¬ 
ing and ready they are to 
quit. 

Melanie Willick, 51, who 
has been smoking for 36 
years and smokes a pack of 
cigarettes a day, came to 
the seminar because she is 
hoping to quit. 

“I have never tried to 
quit before, but I have a 
grandchild and I want to 


travel. I don’t want to be on 
oxygen and that’s the real¬ 
ity of it,” says Willick. 


Some tips Fyke offers are 
to keep a journal and fig¬ 
ure out why you are smok¬ 


ing. She wants people to 
ask themselves if smoking 
is an enjoyable activity and 


if it helps them to relax. 

Another helpful tool is to 
have a relapse prevention 
strategy to help stay 
focused. 

Based out of the 
Ridgeway Wellness Centre, 
Fyke offers a free first con¬ 
sultation for people who 
want to quit smoking if 
they are ready or just inter¬ 
ested in the idea of quit¬ 
ting. 

Fyke says people tend to 
get discouraged quickly 
and she gives people tools 


addiction. 

"I help clients identify 
their strengths and help 
them stay motivated and 
help them identify stres¬ 
sors or triggers," she says. 
“If I believe in my client, 
they start believing in 
themselves.”
